ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMIT TEs 


OF THE 


TOWN OF SEABROOK, N. H. 


For the year ending March 1st, 1878. 


The time having arrived for a report of the condition of 
the schools, your committee respectfully submits the fol- 
lowing: 

Having received from the Selectmen the suggestion that 
I should submit as brief a document as possible, I shall 
present only the matters which seem to be particularly en- 
titled to consideration. During the past year. all the 
schools have been under the charge of female teachers, and 
for the most part have been conducted to the satisfaction 
of the several districts. 

It seems sometimes to be desirable that female teachers 
should be employed, in order that there may accrue the ad. 
vantage of the prolongation of the terms. Still I am of 
opinion, that great advantage would result in some impor- 
tant directions, by the employment of male teachers in 
some of the districts, and would recommend that such ac- 
tion be taken. The schools have, however, been generally 
satisfactory to your committee, and in many cases have 
made signal improvement. Public examinations have been 
introduced in all the schools, and have evidently tended to 
their advancement. Both teachers and scholars have re-

ceived a new inspiration in their work, and there has arisen 
a healthy emulation which must inevitably be exceedingly 
beneficial. 

It is with unqualified pleasure that I advert to the erec- 
tion of a new two-story school-house in District No. 5, the 
cost of the building, furniture, fixtures and outside improve- 
ments, being nearly $1800, This is, to be sure, a large out- 
lay for a District of the limited valuation of this, and its 
erection will necessitate the levy of a considerable tax upon 
its inhabitants. They are, however, as their action evinces. 
thoroughly mindfai of their educational interests, and the 
building will we trust, be for many years a monument to 
their public spirit, and to their devotion to the highest 
interests of their children. Under the regime, ample accom- 
modation is furnished for the occupancy by two schools, of 
the same building, the advantage of which must be obvious 
to all. It has also been found possible to secure a proper 
classification and gradation of the schools, the younger or 
Primary seholars and the more advanced or those classed 
under the Intermediate Department occupying separate 
rooms, so that they do not conflict with each other, thus fa- 
cilitating the advancement of both, Thus it is evident that 
there never existed a more just cause for congratulation 
upon the state of our educational interests, and we trust 
that we may have more and more reason to rejoice as the 
years go by. 

Under the respective heads of the several Districts will 
be found such comments upon the Teachers and scholars 
as have seemed to your committee pertinent and just.

District No. 6.—Prudential Committee, Thomas Chase, 
Jr.; Teacher, Emily E. Tomlinson, of Portsmouth, N. H. 


No. 1.—This school for the year has been under the very 
able care of Miss Maria P. Maxfield. Miss M. is a lady of 
fine abilities, and the school under her management has 
made considerable progress. 

No. 2.—This school throughout the year has been under 
the management of Miss Clara E. Woodman, a thorough, 
energetic teacher. I found the schools well behaved, and 
a desire on the part of teacher and scholars to improve. 
The examination at the end of the year showed that the 
scholars had made decided advancement in their study and 
gave evidence of a faithful instructor, who by ber able 
management received and well merited the respect and 
good will of parents and scholars. 

No. 3.—The summer term of this school was taught by 
Miss Ella M. Weare. In my visits to her school, T found 
it very orderly and evidence of some improvement. But 
I cannot say that her labors were quite satisfactory to the 
district. 

The Fall and Winter term has been under the charge of 
Miss Mary E. Dow, a resident of this town. Miss Dow’s 
reputation asa teacher of unquestionable abilities, has als 
ready been established, and suffice to say she bas main- 
tained that reputation in the management of this school to 
the general satisfaction of all. 

No. 4.—The first term of this school was imparted to the 
care of Miss Annie Bagley. This was Miss B.’s first school. 
Although she was a lady of good education, she lacked to 
a considerable extent, the art of governing. The closing 
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examination showed some improvement, but not as much, 
however, as was expected. 

The Fall and Winter terms were taught by Miss Mary E. 
Odion, a teacher of considerable experience and excellent 
qualifications. Her method of instruction was admirable, 
and the scholars under her teaching made great progress. 
The closing examination was witnessed by many of the 
parents and friends of the district, 


No. 5.—This school for the first term was under the in- 
struction of Mrs. P. A. Childs and Josie A. Prescott. Mrs. 
Childs having charge of the older and more advanced schol- 
ars, styled the Intermediate department, and Miss Prescott 
having charge of the younger scholars or Primary depart- 
ment. The inconvenience of having two schools in one 
room caused the Prudential Committee of the district to 
apply to me to divide the school, and establish one in the 
vestry of the Church. After consulting the parents in the 
district on the matter, I concluded the school had better be 
taught in one house, although it was quite inconvenient at 
times for the teachers. I considered it the proper place for 
the school to be taught, and I believe mv actions in the 
matter met with the general approval of the district. 
Enough has already been said in previous reports, concern- 
ing Mrs.Childs’ qualifications asa teacher, she having taught 
in the district several terms before, It is the opinion of 
your committee that she has met with much success in her 
labors with this school. 

Miss Prescott is a lady well qualified to instruct youth, 
and I can safely say she won for herself in the care of this 
school, a reputation as a teacher of superior abilities. She 
gained the respect of her scholars by her management, and 
.by her method of instruction the school under her charge 
made excellent advancement. 

The Primary department for the Winter term is under 
the care of Miss Ellen A. Newton, the Intermediate being 
under the charge of Mrs. P. A. Childs.

Tomlinson, a graduate of the High School, Ports- 
mouth, N. H. 

Miss Tomlinson was thorough in her mode of instruc- 
tion, she labored hard to impart knowledge to her 
echolars, and the result was a fine school and a decided im- 
provement at the close,
